his churches, as he may deem proper.” It is perhaps not known that this great 
Eastern Orthodox leader refused to accept any compensation whatever for any 
of the services which he rendered in our churches, and would not even ask for 
help for his countrymen, who are in bitter destitution. He came to plead with 
Americans that they put religion first in the great work of reconstruction after 
the war. He saw with a prophet’s vision that unless this were done, even worse 
things than the great war are in store for the world. There will be doubtless many 
of our people who will wish to contribute to this fund. Any donations that are put 
on the plate marked for Bishop Nicholai will be used for this purpose. 

The Commission of our Church, which has in charge the calling of a conference 
of all Communions looking toward Unity, has asked that the subject of Unity be 
made an object of special prayer during the octave May 8th—May 15th. This will 

‘be observed in the Pro-Cathedral and all who attend here are asked to include 
it in their private devotions.

“The Cathedral Church itself is in the future. The Diocese will have a Cathe- 
dral when the people of the Diocese know and care enough about it. 


“The inerease of the Endowment Fund is the first object of the Cathedral 
League. The annual dues are 50 cents. A pin or badge may be purchased by any 
member, at a small charge. 


“Many have said, ‘Why build a Cathedral, when there is so much else to do?’ 
I want to say that all the great cathedrals have been built during reconstruction 
periods, that it is an expression of a desire to prove our faith in an hour of pres- 
sure, that has come to us through all ages. 


“Membership means very little, but if every person, young or old in every Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, would join the Cathedral League, we would soon have our 
Cathedral and we may well believe that it will prove an important factor in the 
spiritual elevation of the life of our city. 


“We cannot think that religion is losing its hold upon the individual; faith and 
conscience are still alive. The World War has upset many standards and left many 
honest minds for the moment adrift. The deepest in them is passing through a 
transition stage, out of which they will find their way to clearer light. 


“The Cathedral, which is something larger, more impersonal, than the parish 
church, is needed in this great city; and that is the office of the Cathedral. I can but 
repeat a short story of a world-famous general, and what he found in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral in London. He was passing out of the doors when I found myself close 
to him. 

“Do you worship here? 

“Yes, that is just it, I worship here—as far as I can worship.” 

“ ‘For the sake of the service or the music?’ 

“‘For neither, although the service is very noble, and such preaching as we 
have heard is fine; but here is the one place where a man can come and say, “Lord, 
I believe, help Thou my unbelief,” without the risk (to use the American phrase) of 
being corralled. My mind and my faith are weary; the religious instinct is not dead. 
I want a place to lift my cry, a place in which to be still, to wait for a higher voice, 
just to listen, as it were. No one notices me here, I come and go, I stand or kneel, 
I question on my knees, then quickly withdraw, unregarded, as I came.’ 

“This great general was for the time adrift. Such persons are not ripe to be 
‘corralled’ or ‘classified.’ A Cathedral is a refuge with space, silence and majesty 
of woship. And absolute freedom to come and go. So we feel about having our 
Cathedral in this great Diocese; it seems like placing one’s flag of Christianity in the 
front trenches, in these days of uncertainty.”—Mrs, Howard Graham in “St. Paul’s 
Leaflet.”

Our people 
surely should get behind this movement with the utmost loyalty and enthusiasm. 
If nothing more is possible, at least everyone who attends the services here can 
belong to the Cathedral League and pay the nominal dues of fifty cents a year, 
which go toward the Endowment Fund. Both men and women are eligible to 
membership and the dues can be paid to Mrs. Alfred Stengel, the president of 
the Cathedral Branch; Miss Helene A. Baugh, the secretary, or Mrs. John A. 
Bradley, the treasurer; or they can be left at the office with Miss Richardson, 
the Vicar’s secretary, or Deaconess Truesdell. 

To those who are able to make larger contributions it surely is a duty to 
study carefully all the possibilities of the Cathedral project and how that 
project may be assisted, whether by present gifts or future pledges or legacies.

American Cathedrals 


Unless one has kept watch of the rapid growth of the cathedral system 
in America during the last twenty-five years, he is surprised to learn how 
many cathedrals there are and with what success they are being adapted to the 
needs of American Dioceses. The list is a long one, but it is perhaps worth 
printing. It will be apparent that rural Dioceses like Easton, Western Mis- 
sionary Districts like Idaho, as well as great metropolitan centers like New 
York, Boston, Baltimore, and Washington, have all found a central church under 
the Bishop’s personal direction of value. Pennsylvania has been in a waning 
minority until the recent granting of our charter brought this great Diocese 
into the list. The total number is fifty-two in the United States and five in 
Missionary Districts outside the United States, and they reach from Maine to 
Los Angeles and from Louisiana to Alaska, and then across the Pacific to 
include Honolulu and the Philippines.

Diocesan Convention 


A notable step was taken at the 138th Convention of the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania at its meeting on May 2nd and 3rd, in Holy Trinity Church; the 
Cathedral project which hitherto had been experimental, was definitely endorsed 
by resolution and a strong committee was elected to confer with the Chapter 
of the Cathedral and formulate necessary legislation on the subject, which 
will be presented to the Convention of 1928. While this step was expected, it 
is none the less gratifying, and signifies that we have now the backing of the 
whole diocese thus expressed through its representative body. It was in antici- 
pation of such action as this that our organization was made temporary, and 
our field undefined. Now there will have to be a careful study of the best plan 
to relate the Cathedral to the diocese in its official structure, and by this time 
next year we should be in a position to go forward more rapidly and surely 
than in the past. 


Our chief liability now, and probably for some time to come, is to build 
up the Endowment Fund, which ought to be sufficient, not only to carry the 
present work, but to aid in the support of clergy working with the depart- 
ments of Christian Education and Social Service. One practical way in which 
everyone can help in this work is by enlarging the Cathedral League. We 
need more members, and every present member ought to feel responsible for 
bringing at least one recruit into the League at once. Ten thousand members 
by 1923 is our aim. Ask someone tomorrow—man, woman or child— and 
emphasize the fact that the annual payment is only fifty cents, which goes to 
build up the permanent endowment.

The Cathedral 


The Executive Council of the Diocese has voted to unite with the Cathedral 
Chapter in requesting the CGonvehtion of the Diocese, at its meeting in Holy 
Trinity Church on May 2d, to give its approval of the création of the Cathedral 
Foundation, and to appoint a committee which shall submit, after conference 
with the Cathedral Chapter, recommendations about relating the Cathedral to 
the Convention and the Diocese. 

This is another step in the evolution of the Cathedral. Although approval 
by the Diocesan Convention is not necessary and in some Dioceses, notably 
New York, the Cathedral grew and ministered for many years without any 
canonical regulations, yet for many reasons it séeitig wise that we showld begin 
now the study of the most efficient method of fitting the Cathedral into the 
Diocesan system. For us who are working here at the center, however, the 
controlling thought must always be not of canons and legal arrangements, 
but of the work to be done. After all that is the matter of the greatest impor- 
tance. Whatever be the canonical an constitutional government of the Cathe- 
dral, whatever be its location or material equipment, all is useless unless we 
build üp a vigorous spirittial life, a wide and benéficent ministry to the com- 
munity, a service of worship to Almighty God in which reality and devotion 
are the outstatiding qualities. We thank God for the hélp ahd favor which we 
have hitherto enjoyed; let us strive to demonstrate by all we do here the true 
aim and usefulness of a Cathedral for the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

The Vicar expects to be absent in New York on Monday evening when he 
gives one of the lectures in the course arranged by the Churehmen’s Alliance 
at the Church of the Transfiguration, New York City, and will also be away 
from Wednesday afternoon until Friday morning conducting a Retreat for the 
students of the Generill Theological Semiiiary in New York. On the other days 
he will be in his office at the usual hours. 

Bishop Rhinelander expects to conduet a Retreat for Women in the Pro- 
Cathedral, Thursday evening, Mareh 30th, beginning with Byening Prayer at 
5 o’clock. Supper will be served at 6.15, and two short instructions will bë given 
in the evening. The cost of the supper will be thirty-five cents, and those who 
wish to be present are asked to send their names to Deaconess M. P. Truesdell 
not later than Tuesday; March 28th.
